C* Tuefday Morning the 13th Inftant, died in the 


soth Year of his Age, after a few Days Ilnefs of an 

Apeplediuch Paralytuch Diforder, the Rev. Mr. 
Witrttam Cooper, one of the Paftors of the Town, to 
the inexprefiible Grief of his VeneRABLE Colleague the Rey. 
Dr. Corman, thofe of his immediate Charge, and indeed 
of all thro’ the Town and Land,who have a Savour tor expe- 
rimental Religion, and know how to prize the godly Man, 
and the faithful Minilter. 

The Goo of the Spirits of all Fleth peculiarly form’d and 
fitted him for the large Sphege in which he mov'd. Has pa- 
cura] Powers were flrong and lively: He was of an achive 
(senius, and aleading Spirit. dt pleajed GOD carly to ca 
him by bis Grace. From his very Childhood, by the Bicthing 
of Gop on a careful religious Edacation, there appeared the 
Difpotations of real Piety, and at leagth the Grace of Gop 
was vifibly feen by ali that faw and convese'd with lum torule 
and govern and reign in his Heart 5 whence bis careiul ob- 


ferving Friends sass'd their b-xpettations of exteniive Servs.

ing. This foon fix’d the Eye and Heart of the Church of

ie Speed they proceeded with great Unanimitys to chufe him 
; Co-Paftor and Colleague. €: 
At Mr. Coorer’s Motion and Requeft the Ordination d 
was defer’d for a Twelve-Month, in which he preach’d but p 


; ofice a Fortnight, the Church generoufly providing for the 
' Pulpit on the intervening Sabbaths. When the Year came 
rt about on May 23d 137 6, he was folemnly feperated to the 
qh Work of the Miniftry. And a memorable Day indeed it was, 
in which they recerved a rich anda precious Gift of the ajcended 

| Saviour. From which Time, we are toconfider him as 
4 beginning his Courfe, the Miniftry he had received of the 
Lorp Jesus. He hath ever fince for now above twenty- 
4 feven Years together with his honoured furviving Colleague, 
been ferving asa Son witha Father. And he has given abun- 
dant Proof of his encreafing minifterial Gifts and Graces be- 
fore all the Churches in the Town and through the Land. 
ike the Sun difpenfing Light and Heat, going on gradualiy 
in a fteady, regular Courfe, and in its Progrefs encreafing 
its benign Influences, ’tillit brings on the perfe& Day ; fo 
he ran hisCourfe ftronely and fteadily with encreafing Vigour j 
Zeal and Adtivity, till he arriv’d to his Meridian ; “and e’er 
the Decline beean, we are depriv’d of him*as it were in the 
Midft of his Years, the Vigour of his’ Age. 
He was a Scribe well inftruéted to the Kinedom of Gop, 
thoroughly furnifh’d and ready upon all Occations to every 
(an good Work. He was well effeblifhed in the fundamental

Doétrines of the Gofpel, the on!y Religion of fallen Man ; 
d contended earnettly for the Faith once delivered to the 

s, and with a Zeal according to Knowled ze. 

Preaching took in Doét:ine and Precept, Grace and 

tle conftantly Jaid the Foundation well in doétrinal 
us, eflablifhing every Precept of the Gofpel on its pro- 
Balis, and enforcing it with the divineit Motives. 

His Sermons were tar from loofe empty Harrangues, they 
were all well digefted, folid, rational and inttructive, warm 
and pathetical. The Method perfectiy jult and regular, the 
Language plain, familiar and fcriptural, avoiding the Ex- 
treams of entucing Words of Man’s Wifdom, and vulgar 
groveling E-xpreffions. He had an uncommon Talent at ex- 
plaining and enforcing the fublimelt Truths of the Gofpel, 
and making them familar to the meaneft Capacity, while at 
the tame “Lime, the moft Wile and Judicious were edified 
and quickened. InPraver he was equal’deby few,and perhaps 
excell’d by none, being ever ready upon all Occations to ad- 
drefs the Throne of Grace, with a Variety of fuitable Ex- 

prefitions and ‘le dings, chiefly dra:vn from Scripture. He 

had a commanding Voice, and ana greable Accent, his Flo- 
cution grave, folemn and majcit ‘ck, and he vilitfy fpake 
under an awfu! Senie of the Majefty of that Gop, in whote 

Prefence he ftood, whale Metiazes he delivered, and the vait 

Importance of them. Life was mighty in the Scriptures 5 and 

being fervent in Spirit, he /pake and taucht diligently the Things 

of the Lord, and mightily convine’d his Hearers. 

As a Pattor, he was faithful, laborious, vigilant and com- 
paflionate. In his privateApplications toSouls (andMultit ides 
retorted to him in the late remarkable Day of divine Viftaiien ) 
be was an Interpreter, a \Jeffenger one among a Thoufand. His 

Latours were not confin’d within his own Flock, but were 
earneitly coveted by otherFiocks in the Pown ; fo that there 
was {carce a Sabbath but he preached both Parts of the Day, 
betides his frequent Preaching on the Lectures, which hav: 
of late been naultiplied among us. 

And he preach’d to happy Purpofes : Gop greatly own’d 
and honour’d him in his W ork ; making hima Spiritual Fa: 
ther to many, who now rife up oul call him blefjed, and they wu! 
doubtle/s be his “Jay and Crown in the Day of ‘CHRIST. 

He was nobly couragious in theCa ufe of Chri? ,it anang Bi 

® chief Ambition to approve himfelf to Him, and he - abun- 
"2 antly 
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dantly evidented how little he regarded thePraife otDifpraife 
of Men, where he tho’t the Honour of Chri/t concern’d, and the 
Operations of the Holy Spirit among us of tate not duly regarded. 

View him in private Life, the Gentleman and the Chrif- 
tian met in him ; he was courteous and affable to all Men, 
chearful and pleafant in Converfation, and defirable in every 
Relation as a ConsonT,PARENT,MASTER and FRIEND, 

He was had in great Efteem by his Brethren in the Minit. 
try throughout the . Provinces, the Elder of whom lov’d him 
asa Brother, and the Younger of therm reverenced him as a 
Father. Scarce any Minifter among us had the more gene- 
ral Efteem and Love of hisCountry ; and in the Year 1737, 
he was chofen by the Reverend Corporation, Prefident of Har- 
vard College ; but when the Vote was prefented to the He- 
nourable and Reverend Board of Overfeers, he excus’d himfelf 
that honourable Truft ; yea his Name has of late Years been 
had in great Hono@ in §coTLANb and ENGLAND, and 
feveral Divines of the firft Rank have fought his Correfpon- 
dence. In fhoit, all that knew him will number him among 
the beft and moft ufeful Divines among us, 

His Death was fuddén and unexpected to his Friends, but 
we have Reafon to think, not to himfelf: Near thirty Years 
ago, and at Times everfince, he often fpake of his Expecta- 

*tions of an early Death, ** the moff of his Father’s Family 
‘* dying he ufed to fay before fifiy, and he very lately {aid to 
&¢ feveral at different Times that Dr. COLMAN would live ta 
¢ bury him.” 

Upon the furprizing Alarm ‘given his Church of his fud- 
den violent Seizure on the Lord’s-Day, they immediately de- 
termin’d to feperate the Day following for folemn Prayer and 
Humiliation, and to implore of Gop the Continuance of fo 
ufeful and valuable a Life. The Minifters of the Town 
réadily save their Affiftance,and gracioufly affifted they were, 
in leading + in the Devotions of a large and deeply affected 
Affembly both Parts of the Day ; Prayers and Supplications 

were offer’d up with flrong Crying and Tears to him that wai 
rble to fave, But the fovereign Gon had determin’d to call 
him of from his Work to his Reward. 

Tho’ the Naturé of his Illncfs was fuch as ina greatMe2 
fure to deprive him ot the Ufe of Speech and Reaton, yet he 
had his lucid Intervals, and was enabled cxprefly to detlare 
on the Sabbath tvening, «¢ That he rejovéed in Gop his 

Saviour’. 
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Saviour.” And inthe Night to fignify by lifting up the 
Hand, upon Queftions being propos’d to him, «* That he 
‘¢ freely and chearfully refign’d his Spirit into the Hands of 
«¢ CurisT,where he had often committed it: And that he 
s¢ could leave his dying Teftimony to the Ways of Gon.” 
That ‘* he had the Peace of Gop that paffeth all Under- 
<< ftanding, and the Hopes of -entring on the Recompence of 
‘s Reward’. 

The Remains of this excellent Man of Ged were attended 
to the Grave on the Thurfday Evening by a numerous Train 
of hearty Mourners of all Orders and every Denomination.

The Account above was drawn by aRev.Minifter inBofton, 
at the Defire and with theRevife of the venerableDr.COLMAN. 
And on this Occafion we would obferve, that as the Rev. Mr. 
Cooper greatly rejoyced in the late remarkable Revival of Reli- 
gion among us, declaring that fince the Year 1740, more People 
bad fometim s come to himin Concern about their Souls in one 
Week’s Time than in the whole twenty four Years of his pre- 
ceeding Miniftry , fo he told us he intended to draws up for our 
Chriftian Hiftory, @ /ummary Account of fo much of this Re- 
vival as he had beenaWitnes of. But as his unexpected Death 
has unhappily hindred the Publick of this defirable Performance ; 
we would take Occafion humbly to intreat thofe orHER 
MinisTERs who are willing to give us Accounts, to haften 
them, forthe further Glory of the divine Power and Grace 
and Entertainment of the Pious.

Continuation of Mr. Robe’s Narrat:ve. 
Mn Account of this good Work in Congregations to the 
Northward of Glalgow, fince October Jaf. 
At Kitsytu. 
HE obfervable State of Things in this Congregation,dur- 
ing the Months of November, December and Fanuary, 
was, that thofe who had been awakned, but had attained 
tono defired Qutgate, continued to make Progrefs, and 
to nrofit by the ufe of the outward and ordinary Means of 
Grece, efpecially the younger Sort whofe Progrefs was very 
fenfible. ‘They who appeared to have received the Lorp 
Jesus 
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JesusCHRIsT ,continued to all outwardAppearance to walk 
im him, and to grow in Grace, and in the Knowledge of our 
Lorp Jesus Curis, as they continue through Grace to 
do unto this Day, Adarch 26. 1742. 

There are not above two or three of them known to me, 
whom I have had Reafon to rebuke for any Thing amifs in 
their Walk. Many of them came frequently to me thefe 
Months, and fince, with Fears and Doubts about their fpiri- 
tual State : Some of their Doubts and Fears arofe from their 
feeling Vanity of Mind, wandering of their Hearts in the 
Time of holy Duties, .evil Thoughts, Hardnefs of Heart, 
and other inward Corruptions ; {o that they complained that 
they were worfe and wickeder than ever they found them- 

elves to be before ; not confidering that formerly they were 
dead, but now they had Life and Feeling ; that formerly 
they were Darknefs, and now they were Light in theLoar. 
Others complained of their Want of Love to Curis, and 
of {piritual Deadnefs, becaufe lively Motions of their Affec- 
tions were abated. Some of thefe wanted to know by what 
Marks and Signs they might know that they loved our Lor p 
Jesus Curist in Sincerity. Others were afraid, and ow" 
lous that their Faith might not be of the right Sort, and lef 
they fhould deceive themfelves. Mi any of t them complained 
much of Athertlical ‘Thoughts, blafphemous Injections, as it 
wane inward Difwafions from Prayer, and other holy Duties, 
and other Sorts of the fiery Darts of the wicked one. 

Vhe Socteties for Prayer continued and increafed, fo that 
at prefent they are above tqwenty-twe, which meet once in 
the Fortuizght, once in the /Veek, and fome of them oftner. 
The outward Reformation of the Congregation continues 
And during thefe Months mentioned, there was great Dili- 
gence in Attendance upon Gofpel-Ordinances, and greatAp- 
pears ance of Serioufneis and Concern in Hearing, without any 
confiderable Outcry. There were few or none newly awa- 
kened known to me thefe Months,tho’ I find fince that there 
werc, but were able to conceal themfelves for a Time ; oaly 
there were fome few in and about the Town of Kiljyth,then 
and fince, to the Number of twenty-three, who “—y 
themfelves for Prayer, and of themfelves ; I hope it fhal 
iffue well with fume of them, thro’ the tender Mercy of = 
Most HicH, tho’ there areGrounds of Fear as to others. 

Since the Beginning of February the Operations 4 the 
oly 
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Hory Spirit have been again more fenfible, both as to 
the awakening of fecure Sinners, and reviving thefe forme rly 
converted.--- All or moft of the Sucicties of the Congregati- 
on fet apart Tus s/eay the eighth of February, for Thank /siving 

s the Gop and FATHER of our Lorp Jesus Cueisr, tor 
this furprifing and unlooked for Appearance of his Grace, ia 
fo many Con: gregzations of this backfliidden Church and Land, 
and for Prayer that it may be general, through tie Length 

} Breadth of theLand.--- There was alfo tranimitted to US, 
a Memorial trom the Societies for Prayer, at Edinéurg>, in- 
viting the praying Socicties in this Congregation, and the 
Congregations about, to join with them upon the 18th Day 
of Fe rbraary, in The ak /civing gand Prayer to Gop, upon the 
forefaid Account. [ See Chriftian Hiitory. paze $7.) 

This Congregation kept the taid Day congr egationa lly. 
The Rev. Mr. Robert Spears Miniter of the Gofpel at Lin- 
li:hgow, afifting me in the publick Work, when there was 
avery great Concern in the Congregation.---And Mr.Spears 
and I, had much to do in the L£veming, in converling with 
th fe underD; tirefs, who had as yet got noOut-gate: As alfo 
with feveral of thofe, who had got an Efcape thro’ Grace 5 
but were under great Dftrefs at the Time, thfo’ various 
Temptations. The Secieties for Prayer met at Nig; the 
Societies in the Con gregations about, kept this Day, or fome 
Part of it. The AZ inifter of Kirkintilloch, preach’d upon the 
Thur fday, being the r-th, and I think the Societies of that 
Parifh net upon the faid Day. 

I remark this more particularly, to manifeft and fet forth, 
the Glory and Praife of our Gon, who is the Hearer of Praver, 
and who hath been gracious to us at the Voice of our Cry, 
for his Son, and for “his hely Name’s Sake. The Month of 
February, having been the mo/? remarkable Month, for the 
Prefence of the Lorn among us, not only in this Congrega- 
tion, but fome others about, of anv fince O?cber lait. ---- 
From Sabbath the thirteenth to Sabbath the twentieth of Febru- 
ary, there were ten awakened either altogether new, or fuch 
upon whom their firft Awakening had long fince come to n 
thing ; fince which there have been a ibout e: ight with me,n volt 
of them under fourteen.--- All this betides thirtee set ri a 
who had aiiociated themfelves for Prayer, without any defir- 
ing them, and whe are iince taken undegfuch Nofice, as is 
needful for them. --- Leff Aden) and this, hath alfo heen a

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Time of reviving, ftrengthening, and confirming to former 
Chriftians, and of relieving fome of the late Converts from 
their Diftrefies.--- Of all this Ihave good Documents, fome 
of which fhall be given upon the Article of Reviving in this 
Narrative, if the Loan permit. 

There are at this Time near /even’y, if not above, who are 
youug Ones, from eight to eighteen or thereby, who meet in 
Societies twice a Week, moft of them, and fpend the Time 
in Prayer, finging fome Part of a P/alm, reading the Scrip- 
tures, and repeating their Catechi/m. ‘They are at leaft once 
a Week under the InfpeGtion and Direction of fome elder 
Chriftian, who meets with them. 

I received a Letter about twoWecks ago,dire€ted to them, 
from an Engli/h Gentlewoman,who is Author of theLetter to 
the Negroes converted in America. Itisfo good, and may be 
fo encouraging, and ufeful to all fuch young Ones, who fet 
themfelves to feck the Lory, That 1 give it a Place here. 
To the dear young Lambs in Kitsy vis, that are feeking 

after Cunist, @ Friend of theirs fendeth Greeting ! 

Wifbing all Salvation thro’ the Saviour’s Name. 

My dear littl Children, 

Wet Joy I received an Account from the dear Servant 

of Cunist, your honoured Minifter Mr. Robe, that 
the Loxp has inclined your Hearts to feek after him, that 
the great Shepherd is gathering you with his Arm, that fome 
of you are carried in his Bofom ; and that fome of you who 
are gotin to CHaisr, are diftrefled at Times, with the 
feeling of indwelling Sin, and Fears about your Intereft in 
Gon, and Acceptance with him on that Account. 

And unto you my dear Children, who are feeting after 
Jesus, and have nat yet fenfibl fcund him whom your Souls 
love ; to youlet me fay, Follow on to know theLoxn, and jon 
fhali know him.---Y ou were born Sinners : gutity and filthy you 
were in your firft Father Adam ; you finned in, and fell 
with him in his firft Tranfgreffion. And as his degenerate 
Off fpring, you were cenceived in Sin, and fhapen in Ini- 
quity, and came into the World with a finful Nature, al!
